Further to our conversation at the ANS CQAC I am attempting to update 
the census of the 1862 British Columbia pattern $10 and $20. In many 
respects the coins can be corpared to the 1804 Silver Dollar: never issued, 
a few presented, the exact number minted not known. In 1926 Robie L. iteid, 
a fine B.C. historian and ANA member, '.TOte a book on the pieces vi^ch 
included a census of the pieces that he could trace. It appears, both 
to myself and to Leslie C. hill with vdiom I am working on the update, that 
Reid counted several pieces more than once.

At least three pieces went to A. Brand, then J. Allen. These would be 
#3 and either #1 and #2, or #6 and #7. It may be tliat #4 went via A. Brand 
to Johnson, to Sears, to Boyd, to Farouk, to Pittman. #5 went to H. Brand, 
then to the New Netherlands Co. 

If the Virgil Brand collection was split, "down the middle" as seems to 
be the story then one each of the silver would have gone to H. Brand, possibly 
through Johnson, later turning up at Hans Schulman sale of 1962, hence to 
McKay-Clenents, then to the Bank of Canada. 

In all, you can see vhy knowledge of Johnson's handling of any of these 
pieces is critical.

I am glad to give you brief thoughts on the B. G. Johnson's involvement 
in the 1862 B.C. patterns. 

If he bought and sold any prior to 1935, I have no information. I can 

only tell you of his relationship with Armand Brand. 

When Virgil Brand died, the estate asked Johnson to be an appraiser 
and to divide each group of coins in two portions. This would usually 
be by cigar box full, by country, by period. They would flip a coin 

to determine which group Armand would get and which group Horace would 
get. Horace always worried about getting the weaker group and sometimes 
offered to trade after the flip. Horace did not like Johnson because 
he couldn't get Johnson to be unfair. Armand respected Johnson and 
turned over to Johnson for sale all of the share of Armand' s coins. 
Johnson steadily sold Armand's pieces until 1947 when Johnson died. 

I was an executor of Johnson's estate and turned back to Jane Allen 

(Armand's daughter) all of the unsold items as Armand had died before 

Johnson. Jane, I believe, owned some coins by gift from Armand before 

Armand died. Horace never sold any coins through Johnson so far as 
I know, as Horace had hidden his coins all over banks in Wisconsin to 
avoid alimony payments to his various ex-wives. Finally he sold through 
several outlets. 

If there were two of any one rare coin, they would have been split. 

I have quantities of Johnson's invoices and Brand inventories, but it 
is too extensive to look them over. You are welcome to do so by coming 
here if you wish. 

Perhaps John J. Ford could help you as to what Fred C. C. Boyd may have 
owned. I do not remember Fred talking to me about the pieces. Ford 
was at New Netherlands during a long period and dealt with Horace Brand 
at times. 

I hope I have been somewhat helpful.

Didn't we have a marvelous time in Scotland? I covered the back of your 
card with notes and this is what I found out. The name of the antique and 
reproduction furniture dealer is Riffemoor, Danville, KY 40422 (Phone:
